March 15 at midnight.

Oil this out and return it, whether 
his income exceeds the amount set 
by law or not.

4-Rules In 


There are four general conditions 


that must be observed in raising 
plants fiom seed. They are- main- 
taining the correct amount of mois- 
tuie, keeping the seeds in an even 
temperature—avoiding extremes of 
heat or cold; covering the seed to 
the right depth; and having the soil 
in the proper condition to 
plant 


seeds. 


To preserve a proper degree of 


moisture it is usually the practice to 
cover the seed bos with a pane of 
glass, piece of cloth, or heavy paper. 
This prevents too rapid evaporation. 
When the glass 
is used it will 


"sweat," that is drops of moisture 
will collect upon it. It will be nec- 
essary to wipe it off from time to 
time 


When a cloth is used, a wool cloth 


is preferable. It should be wrung out 
in water when applied and moistened 
again from time to time as it dries 
out. It should be lifted daily for an 
examination of the soil and when it 
shows signs of drjing should be wa- 
tered very gently. The wash of wa- 
ter carelessly applied will destroy 
many seeds It is best to "water from 
below—setting the seed box in a tab 
or pan or water and letting the mois- 
ture soak in from below until the 
surface shows that it has had suffi- 
cient. Then set it aside to drain 
for a few moments until all surplus 
drips away before returning it to the 
window or wherever you have decid- 
ed the seeds are to germinate 


There is no safe rule of thumb as 


to the depth to cover. The nearest 
is a direction to cover twice their 
depth—very fine seed merely to be 
sprinkled on the surface of the soil

of the proposed cash payment to 
"World war veterans has led in the 
direction of a separation between 
those who are in distress and those 
who do not really need the bonus. 


TVhile legislative action has yet 


to bs taken as the measure is still 
in the house ways and means com- 
mittee, the drift of the conversa- 
tion among members of congress is 
gradually away from the three and 
a half billion dollar expenditure at 
this time. The testimony of Owen D. 
Young made a profound impression. 
He pointed out that there was no 
question 
under 
consideration 
of 


whether the government should or 
should not pay three and a half bil- 
lion dollars, because the government 
is definitely committed to pay that 
sum in 1945. He said the amount of 
the payments that could be made at 
this time v/as merely a matter of 
what the government could afford, 
his argument being that it would be 
difficult to finance the maximum 
amount except at high interest rate 
and with considerable disturbance 
to business. 


One-Third in Need? 


Mr. Young- estimated that probab- 


ly a third of the veterans who are 
entitled to the bonus are unemploy- 
ed or in distress. There are of 
course no accurate figures on this 
point. If the per cent happens to be 
a third then it is possible that the 
loans to veterans or cash payments 
might reach a half billion dollars 
which is an amount that could be ab* 
sorbed in the money markets by 
short term securities 
during 
the 


course of a year. 


Some machinery would have to be 


set up to determine just what veter- 
ans would be entitled to early pay- 
ments. Undoubtedly an effort will 
be made to include those veterans 
whose purchasing power has been 
impaired through reduced wages, or 
part time employment. The possibili- 
ties are that any plan adopted 
would give the government consider- 
able leeway in helping- those who 
"were really in need. The veterans 
bureau would be the agency selected 
for the distribution, inasmuch as it 
is already handling the endowment 


policies and is 
therefore 
familiar 


with the \\holu administrative sWc 
of the bonus.

Hoover Attitude Vnlsnovrn 


It is not know what the attitude 


of President Hoover will be but a 
presidential veto on any kind of 
bonus legislation would seem too in- 
evitable on the general ground that 
the federal treasury, facing a deficit, 
is in no condition to make added 
payments to the veterans. Mr. Hoo- 
ver will probably 
point out that 


nearly a billion dollars a year is be- 
ing spent now by the government 
out of its current budget for veter- 
ans. Although Mr. Hoover is ex- 
pected to veto even a compromise 
bill it seems fairly certain that con- 
gress will override the veto if the 
half billion dollar loan plan is ac- 
cepted. This is because most mem- 
bers of congre&s feel that while they 
would like to vote for the three and 
a half billion dollar expenditure, the 
appropriation of a half billion for 
those who are in need will probably 
answer th« pleas of the veterans. 


It is quite possible of course that 


all the estimates as to the amount 
it would cost to relieve the unem- 
ployment veterans are too low and 
that the government may require a 
billion dollars. The answer made to 
this, however, is that sjch "need 
would not be apparent immediately 
and if another half billion had to 
be apropriated in 1932 the business 
situation might permit the addition 
flotation at that time if it were nec- 
essar/ xo meet the requests of the 
veterans. 


Some senators are in favor of a 


plan that would permit the borrow- 
ing up to three and a half billion dol- 
lars, but would at the same time 
make it attractive to many of the 
veterans not to cash their 
certifi- 


cates. The sponsors of this idea 
think that it will make no discrim- 
ination between those who need help 
and those who are employed, so far 
as the extension of aid by the gov- 
ernment is concerned, but that as a 
practical matter only those who are 
m need of the cash would ask for 
the loans. 


The sum 
and sustance 
of the 


whole situation is that the veterans 
will get some form of relief while 
at the same time the flotation of 
any bond issue or certificates in 
excess of a half billion dollars for 
this purpose during 1931 can be 
definitely eliminated.

of the truth is that considerable oppo- 
sition was found among large numbers 
of people to any kind of a system at 


: all. The action of the council, whether 


'it was for good or ill so far as the 


' general welfare of the city is con- 


cerned, probably reflected quite accu- 
rately the sentiment of the -largest 


- number of people. 


This sentiment is based, however, 


' upon objection to cost rather than op- 
\ position to a municipal collection sys- 


tem. 
An investment of $65,000 in an 


incineration plant and collection sys- 
tem and an annual expenditure of any- 
where from $12,000 to $20,000 for col- 


° lection' and disposal impressed a large 


number of people as something that 


' might well be dispensed with while 


the city is owing upwards of $200,- 
000 borrowed to pay current operating 
expenses. The argument that the $65,- 
000 might better be used for reducing 
bank loans had great -weight with 


' many property owners, and especially 


at this time when they are forcibly 
reminded of the cost of city govern- 
ment by the immediate necessity for 
paying taxes. 


But regardless of the present debac- 


le Appletorx soon must come to some 
municipal system of rubbish and gar- 
bage collection and disposal. It is one 
of the few cities of 25,000 or more pop- 
ulation that still depends upon volun- 
tary disposal of garbage. It sooner or 
later must regard proper disposal of 
household waste as a public health 
measure and take the steps necessary 
to achieve this, regardless of the im- 
mediate cost. 
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THE MOB 


People who do not think are al- 


ways dangerous. And. mobs seldom 
have any sagacious thoughts chasing 
themselves around their heads. They 
are willing to play follow-the-leader 
and the more exciting the game he 
suggests the more eagerly they crack 
the whip or go in for tag. The very- 
fact that a large number of other peo- 
ple are in on the plot, whatever it is, 
seems to relieve each member of the 
group of any personal responsibility. 


A recent example was at Schafer, 


N. D., where a mob broke into the jail 
and took charge of a man who 3iad 
confessed that he had killed a family 
of six people. Certainty no one would 
plead any leniency for Charles Ban- 
uon. But the law was looking alter 
him In a perfectly orderly, trustworthy 
way. He was going to be given the 
punishment he deserved. 


'But a mob got busy. Xot one of the 


men could claim that he was merely 
out to do his duty for there was no 
need of that. That queer, half-sav- 
age spirit thaf comes to the front when 
mobs gather wanted a play . . . one 
ivith bloodshed and horrors, the kind 
that go best at night. Here was an ex- 
cuse for one. 


So they took the prisoner, put a 


noose around his neck, fastened the 
other end of the rope lo the bridge rail- 
ing, and pushed him off. 
There was 


a queer strangled sound in his throat, 
then silence, A dark silence with a 


wind stirring along Cherry Creek, and 
men hanging their heads a little sheep- 
ishly because of what they had done. 


For such an act always demoralizes 


a community. It lowers the standards 
of those who take part. 
They can 


never be the men that they were be- 
fore. Not after having given vent to 
a bestial notion. 


No one would criticize the group for 


its reaction to the murderer. He prob- 
ably received the medicine he deserved. 
But when we have duly constituted 
agencies which will disperse justice in 
approved doses it is too bad that oth- 
ers interfere. 


BOOK MEDICINE 


Medical science has long recognized 


the fact that the cure of sickness in- 
volves other things than the admin- 
istering of medicine or the perform- 
ance of a successful operation. 
The 


mental attitude of a patient is some- 
times much more important in his 
eventual cure than his physical condi- 


/ 
tion. 


Doctors are learning more and more 


that there is a great therapeutic value 
in books to take the mind of the pa- 
tient away from his troubles, and a 
new word, "bibliothefopy," has been 
added to the English language. Ac- 
cording to an article in Good Health 
magazine a superintendent of a large 
general hospital observes that "we 
doctors used to think that when we had 
performed a successful operation, our 
duty was ended. If the patient died 
of homesickness after that, it was none 
of our concern." 


Wholesome books will do a great 


deal to keep the mind contented. And 
a mind properly stimulated by selected 
reading to thoughts of pleasure and 
contentment will greatly assist in the 
subjection of mental or physical ail- 
ments. 


One medical writer in commenting 


on •vv.ell chosen books in a hospital li- 
brary'States: "Those precious packages 
contain medicine for the mind, more 
keen, more cordial than medicine for 
the body. If anyone is sad, a book will 
cheer him; if anyone is dull and weary, 
a book will recreate his spirits. If 
anyone is ignorant, a book will in- 
struct him; fretful, it will calm him; 
rebellious, it will bring him peace." 


But just as the medicine of the body 


requires knowledge and skill to admin- 
ister, so should book medicine for the 
mind be recommended to the patient 
by one who is a skilful student of 
books, in order that he ma}- have the 
vials of proper thought and diverting 
sentences best suited to his mental 
cure. Mental capacities vary greatly 
in their ability to absorb the essence 
of book wisdom and counsel, but a 
skilled hospital librarian could concoct 
prescriptions of reading to fit the most 
humble and ignorant case, thereby 
creating thoughts of self-forgetfulness, 
and belying Shakespeare's comment 
that "The miserable have no other 
medicine, but only hope." 


PROTECTING THE ACCUSED 
The fact that Irene Schrader and 


Glenn Dague, who are soon to be ex- 
ecuted in Pennsylvania for murder, 
have confessed to a West Virginia 
holdup and have thereby brought about 
the release of an innocent man who 
had been convicted of that holdup and 
had spent over a year in prison, em- 
phasizes anew the importance of the 
numerous safeguards which the law 
throws about a person who is accused 
of a crime. 


The man convicted in this case has 


lost a 3'ear out of his life, and no one 
can restore it to him. The state can- 
not possibly make reparation to him for 
his suffering. He has been the victim 
of an injustice, and nothing whatever 
can be done about it. 


That is why the law rightly favors 


the accused in a criminal trial. Guilty- 
men often escape punishment, as a re- 
sult; but that is belter than sending in- 
nocent men to prison. This West Vir- 
ginian can testify that that is a mis- 
take which can never be rectified.

He immediately emitted a loud 
5 odel in the main lobby, he had ~?2 
worth of pleasure yodelling to the 
manager and assembled loungers. 


Once a commuter was robbed of a 


penny by a. slot machine in a rail- 
way car. He spent at least forty 
cents on the attempt to recover the 
penny, and finally succeeded. 


I ask any honest citizen, don't 


you hate to be played for a. suck- 
er? And when you are so played 
do you take it lying down or do you 
avail yourself of your inalienable 
right to make a squawk about it? 
Of course the chance of reimburse- 
ment is slim if some corporation 
has gyped you, but anyhow, you can 
always get your money's worth out 
of a vigorous holler. Sometimes I 
think the trouble with this country 
is we have too many people who 
write to the papers anonymously 
about their 
grievances, and too 


few who cry Stop Thief when they 
are held up. 


Most of the first class hotels now- 


adays have cut out the extra charge 
for newspapers—indeed, the guest in 
a good hotel nowadays receives a 
copy of the morning paper with the 
compliments of his host. But there 
axe plenty of other little grafts still 
worked on th» unprotesting guest, 
through the concession racket- May- 
be in another fifty years or so we 
shall see the passing of the insol- 
ent beggars who relieve all 
timid 


patrons of their hats at every door 
or archway on a percentage arrange- 
ment with the hotel owners.

That's the only possible excuse for 
the stopper in a lavatory. Does any- 
body whose home is equipped with 
modern plumbing use the stopper 
v.hen washing face or hands? Ko 
Whenever there is enough water to 
make such plumbing worth while it 
is the universal practice to wash in 
running water. 


It is particularly in the hotels or 


eating places of low quality 
and 


cheaper (?) rates that the health au- 
thorities should insist on running 
water. If the wash basins are equip 
ped with stoppers, and especially if 
they arc -equipped with faucets that 
turn off automatically, it is a mere 
pretense to say the place affords 
running water. 


If one could give a fair description 


of the Incilitie-s f-nr cleanliness pro- 
vided by many places in some of our 
great cities, the alleged public health 
authorities would he hard i>ut to it 
to show caw-e why th'y should con- 
tinue to draw salaries for "pro- 
tecting public health."'

It was Segrave's record of 231

Campbell, the fatalist, shrugs his 


shoulders when danger is mentioned. 
His runs yesterday gave him a great 
thrill, he said.

caused by too early egg production, 
heavy production, or over-feeding. 


An examination of the necks, tails 


and wings of the birds and 
their 


reatment by other birds of the flock 
show, however, that if the affliction 
is moulting it is a sort of an en- 
orced moulting or cannibalism that 
3 exceedingly painful. 
As the af- 


'licted bird runs the gauntlet 
of 


he flock, each healthy bird strikes 
he sickly bird in the bloodiest part 
of its body as if assisting in 
the 


moulting: process. 


This sort of enforced moulting or 


cannibalism Is said to start In an 
over-crowded coop and may be no- 
ticed first by toe and neck picking. 


Prevention measures are (1) Re- 


moval from the flock of the birds 


nsr attacked to new quarters, (2) 


Giving1 the flock more room and (3) 
Segregating the trained 
offenders. 


Neither a cannibal nor its victim 
should be left in a flock if preven- 
tion is desired.

Storm from Rockies Said to

"This program is made possible by 


the hearty cooperation of the sev- 
eral railroads of the state, in a plan 
outlined -by Gov..

"The program includes the elimi- 


nation of from 60- to 90 of the most 
dangerous grade crossings at a cost 
of from five to six-million dollars.

. upon passage of the bill, as the.high- 
way commission has -been requested 
by the.Governor to prepare plans for 
such work as rapidly as possible. 
The plans are now about ready for 
the normal 1931 program consisting 
of some 25 projects. However, all but 
seven of these must await the pass- 
age of the highway bill as the rail- 
roads are unable at this time to fi- 
nance their shares of the cost. 
In 


addition to these 25 projects, the 
commission Is now engaged in mak- 
ing surveys for 40 other projects and 
extra design engineers will be em- 
ployed immediately upon the passage 
of the bill to complete these plans. 


"The plan agreed upon by the Gov- 


ernor and the-railroad officials con- 
templates working in shifts, so as to 
furnish work for double the number 
of men, resulting in "relief to the 
greatest number of families.
